New York, Sept. 19. — (UP) — 
More than HOO Chinese faced depor­ 
tation proceedings today 
following 
the greatest roundup of 
Orientals 
tinder the exclusion act, ever made 
in this city. 
The seizures were made by more 
than 
150 
detectives 
and 
federal 
agents in a series of all night raids 
in a desperate effort to stamp out 
the renewed tong war. 
The officers 
broke into Chinese 
theatres 
and 
tong headquarters and arrested the 
Orientals in groups of a dozen or 
more. 
All of the Chinese were taken to 
the federal building. 
Deportation 
proceedings went forward at 
once 
and within two hours 
after 
the 
raids had ended, more than a dozen 
Chinese had been deported. 
When the raiders broke into the 
Hip Sing tong headquarters one of 
the tong men turned off the lights 
and hurled a hatchet. 
When the 
lights were turned on eight hatchets 
wore found in the rooms. 
The On Leong tong headquarters 
also were raided. 
The pursuit of 
Chinese 
over 
roofs 
and 
through 
yards of the rookeries In Chinatown 
resulted in the discovery of an ar­ 
senal of knives, pistols and hatchets, 
police reported.

A third agency, the department of 
research and education of the Fed­ 
eral Council of Churches In a report 
asserted that prohibition had broken 
the stranglehold of the saloon on 
American politics, although confirm­ 
ing the reports of an Increase in

Secretary of State Kellogg bas assumed en tile responsibility 
for cancelling the American visa on the radical’s British passport. 
Kellogg said: “ I do not Iielieve in curbing of free speech, nor do 
I believe in making this country the stam ping grouds for every 
revolutionary agitator o f other countries. 
This is no place fo r 
them.” 
Senator Borah took direct issue with Kellogg in the m atter 
and said: “ My policy is to let this radical into the country to talk 
all he wants to. 
II he commits a crime, arrest him, but after our 
laws are disobeyed is sufficient time to consider the gagging.” 
F urther questions may arise in the seating of delegates at 
this Interparliam entary Union meeting as the German delegation 
has a number of socialists whose credentials may have to be ex­ 
amined, and the French delegation also contains two socialists 
with a left wing flavor. 
The Minneapolis Tribune says that ’’it is true that the British 
are not so much for curbing radical spellbinders as W e are in 
this country, but it is Questionable if their restraint in this respect 
bas had a salutary effect on their government or their every-day 
affairs. As for Saklatvala, although he is a member of the* Brit sh 
parliament, it is chronicled that Other Britons booked for a trip 
to this country to attend the session of the Interparliam entary 
Union are grateful to Secretary Kellogg for closing the gates 
against the self-avowed communist propagandist. 
The British 
government is said to feel the same way about it.” 
“ If Saklatvala had been permitted to come in and talk his 
head off about communism, ii wouldn’t have made much different* 
in the life probably of our government and institutions, but why 
give any official sanction to that sort of thing when our im m igra­ 
tion laws arc devised specially to keep out individuals and groups 
who are not in sympathy with the way we do things over hem? 
The slightest official intimation to Saklatvala that he would not 
be welcome should be enough to persuade him to stay in England. 
'J here ;s no American gag on his engaging in whatever long-dis­ 
tance conversation may please him. 
He and tile British govern­ 
ment for th at.” 
I he Duluth Herald says that “Secretary Kellogg announces 
that he has issued instructions to American diplomat ic officials in 
England to cancel the Saklatvala passport and tell the Communis: 
that he can’t cr.me to this country. With that announcement g > ci­ 
tations from recent speeches in which Saklatvala paints a ver.v 
clear portrait of himself; for instance, in this; 
I am going to America as a friend of the working classes, 
British imperialism ought to crumble in the dual. 
I am out to 
work f o r a revolution and for the day when the workers will con­ 
trol the whole world. 
But bet ore this comes, you will have to 
face the cold steel.” 
The Herald declares that this talk is very foolish and very 
stupid. 
That people of sense will see that very readily. 
That it 
is so very dreadful and so very foolish that it isn’t at all dan­ 
gerous; especially in this country, where the “proletariat” to which 
mat sort of tommyrot is addressed is completely lacking. 
The 
Herald does not agree with Kellogg in the lather s action barring 
out Saklatvala and likes Borah’s plan to let the man talk, -md 
sums up by saying that “ Most people who believe that American 
institutions are sound— and of course if they are not sound they 
ought to tumble— would, if forced to a choice say that Mr. Borah 
sounds more brave and confident and sensible than Mr. Kellogg.'

Herald when it says We have no “ proletariat.”

THE Shapurji Saklatvala case is causing much discussion. As 
stated in the U n i t e d Press dispatches in T h e D i s p a t c h , Saklat­ 
vala is a Parsec communist, a delegate to the Interparliamentary 
Union meeting in W a s h i n g t o n , 
lie is a member of the British 
House of Commons. 
Secretary of State Kellogg has assumed entile responsibility 
for cancelling the American visa on the radical’s British passport. 
Kellogg said: “I do not believe in curbing of free speech, nor do 
J believe in making this country the stamping grouds for every 
revolutionary agitator of other countries. 
This is no place for 
them.” 
Senator Borah took direct issue with Kellogg in Hit' matter 
and said: “My policy is to let this radical into the country to talk 
all he wants to. 
If he commits a crime, arrest him, but after our 
laws are disobeyed is sufficient time to consider the gagging.” 
Further questions may arise iii the seating of delegates at 
this Interparliamentary Union meeting as the German delegation 
lins a number of socialists whose credentials may have to be ex­ 
amined, and the French delegation also contains two socialists 
with a left wing flavor. 
The Minneapolis Tribune says that “it is true that the British 
are not so much for curbing radical spellbinders as we are in 
this country, but it is questionable if their restraint in this respect 
has had a salutary effect on their government or their every-day 
affairs. As for Saklatvala, although he is a member of the British 
parliament, it is chronicled that other Britons booked for a trip 
to this country to attend the session of the Interparliamentary 
Union are grateful to Secretary Kellogg for closing the gates 
against the self-avowed communist propagandist.

“If Saklatvala had been permitted to come in and talk his 
head off about communism, it wouldn’t have made much difference 
in the life probably of our government and institutions, but why 
give any official sanction to that sort of thing when our immigra­ 
tion laws are devised specially to keep out individuals and groups 
who are not in sympathy with the way we do things over here? 
The slightest official intimation to Saklatvala that he would not 
be welcome should be enough to persuade him to stay in England. 
There is no American gag on his engaging in whatever long-dis­ 
tance conversation may please him. 
He and the British govern­ 
ment for that.” 
The Duluth Herald says that “Secretary Kellogg announces 
that he has issued instructions to American diplomatic: officials in 
England to cancel the Saklatvala passport and tell the communis: 
that he can’t come to this country. With that announcement go ci­ 
tations from recent speeches in which Saklatvala paints a very 
clear portrait of himself; for instance, in this: 
“I am going to America as a friend of the working classes. 
British imperialism ought to crumble in the dust. 
I arn out to 
work for a revolution and for the day when the wor kers wilt con­ 
trol the whole world. 
But before this comes, you will have to 
face the cold steel.” 
The Herald declares that this talk is very foolish, and very 
stupid. 
That people of sense will see that very readily. 
That it 
is so very dreadful and so very foolish that it isn’t a1 all dan­ 
gerous; especially in this country, where the “proletariat” to which 
that sort of tommyrot is addressed is completely lacking. 
The 
Herald does not agree with Kellogg in the latter’s action barring 
out Saklatvala and likes Borah’s plan to let the man talk, and 
sums up by saying that “Most people who believe that American 
institutions are sound— and of course if they are not sound they 
ought to tumble— would, if forced to a choice say that Mr. Borah 
sounds more brave and confident and sensible than Mr. Kellogg.’ 
The D ispatch wishes to take take issue with tin1 Duluth 
Herald when it says we have no “proletariat.”

I have no complaint to make,

Giants. 
John McGraw' said that In1 had to teach Bentley all over, alt h o u g h he 
had been a winning pitcher with a ch; mpionship club for years in a Glass AA 
league. 
Mack probably will have the same ex p erien ce wit ii Groves. 
T he failure of Groves to come through is not equivalent to the loss of 
$100,000, Mack maintains. 
H e r e ’s the way he figures: 
“ We figure that we pay out so much money for so many players, an d if 
we get two or three stars out of tin* hunch w e figure we have invested o u r 
money well even if (lie others fail. 
For Instance: you might figure that Groves 
cost us $100,OOO, and that Mickey Cochrane cost $50,000.
